U. S. LEADS IN 


Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureau 

Washington, Nov. 21.—The United 

States led all other tire-producing 
countries in the first nine months 
of this year in the exports of cas- 
ings, the rubber division of the 
Department of Commerce disclosed 
today, in comparative figures. 

Exports of casings from factories 
in the United States totaled 2,219,- 
416, as compared with 1,729,305 by 
France, 1,292,894 by Canada, and 
718,454 by the United Kingdom. Be- 
cause of the unavailability of Italian 
figures and the incompleteness of 
German statistics, the comparative 
records include but the four leading 
countries. 

These figures confirm a prediction 
of several months ago that Ameri- 
can tires are being sold in increas- 
ingly larger quantities in foreign 
lands than ever before, in spite of 
severe competition and other eco- 
nomic factors, coupled with domestic 
restrictions and high import duties. 

Compilation of figures was made 
possible through the purchase of 
British and French export statistics 
from a fund established by the Rub- 
ber Association of America, which 
show that the United States, France, 
Canada and the United Kingdom 
supplied about 80 per cent. of the 
total exports of 1926. 


WARNER GEAR SEPTEMBER 
EARNINGS DOUBLE THOSE

Chicago, Nov. 21—Net earnings

HIGHER-PRICED 
CARS IN DEMAND 


Industrial Conditions 
In Washington 
Favorable 


By E. D. TREPP 

EATTLE, WASH., Nov. 21.—To- 

tal car sales in Washington 
during October were 1,790, as 

compared to 2,567 in October, 1926. 
This is a decline of 30.9 per cent. 
However, sales of higher-priced 
cars are on a par with a year ago, 
and have been throughout 1927, 
according to Howard Quinn, stat- 
istician with the Motor List Com- 

pany, Seattle, compiler of state 
figures on motor cars and trucks. 

The falling off is almost entirely 
confined to Ford, or to other low- 
priced cars, showing that the im- 
pending new Ford car is affecting 
the market, and buyers are holding 
back. In fact, Ford dealers have 
practically cleaned up on all new 
Model T Fords. 

“Medium and higher-priced cars 
are selling very satisfactorily,” de- 
clared Mr. Quinn. 

November registrations are run- 
ning light, as those obtaining li- 
censes. must pay for a half year, 
while after December 1 cars can run 
on 1928 plates. Naturally, the new 
car buyer-is running on old plates 
if it is at all possible. 

The first ten days of the current 
month showed 140 new car rezis- 
trations in King county (Seattle), 
compared to 199 for a like period 
in 1926. 

Total registrations for the first 
ten months of 1927 (new cars) 
amount to 31,379. In the same 
period of 1926, the banner year, 
the total was 38,087. Thus, this 
year is running 17.5 per cent. be- 
hind 1926. 

However, .general conditions are 
sound in this region, and after the 
Ford car is out and the new year 
opens, every one expects real busi- 
ness. Much more money than ever 
before is coming into Washington 
from crops, and this is certain to 
be felt in every industry. Especially 


will this affect the truck, car and |. 


bus markets. 

Chevrolet held the lead by a 
handsome margin, 411 being the 
total registrations in the state dur- 
ing the month of October for this 
car. C. H, Wells Company has been 
putting the line over nicely, both 
out of its Seattle and Spokane main 
stores. 

Chrysler just nosed Buick out by 
one during the month, the score 
being 168 to 167. Studebaker was 
next, with 122. Pontiac had a good 
month, all things considered, with 
114. Dodge was the only other make 
to pass the 100 mark, reaching 105.

Dredges Channels 


Oliphanf, Ont., Nov. 21.—An 
old Chandler motor that had seen 
much hard service is now doing 
work on a scow as a “sand-suck- 
er’ for T. H. McKenzie, here, 
who uses it in dredging channels. 

He mounted the motor and 
frame on an old scow and coupled 
the drive shaft to a centrifuzal 
pump with an eight-inch suction 
pipe. The motor has now seen 
1,830 hours of service on the 
scow, says McKenzie. Due to the 
heavy load, it is necessary to run 
the motor in low gear. This 
turns the pump 210 revolutions 
per minute, and is equivalent to 
a motor speed of 20 m. p. h. The 
total work of the Chandler 
motor to date on the sand-sucker 
is equal to 33,600 miles of hard- 
pulling in low gear, according to 
McKenzie’s estimate.

Nearly 200,000 automobiles, 
trucks and buses were inspected 
during the “Save-a-Life” cam- 
paign in Maryland last week, ac- 
cording to estimates made by E. 
Austin Baughman, commissioner 
of motor vehicles, made known 
today. 

The final figures on the drive will 
not be available until the next few, 
days, since reports have not finished 
coming in to the Baltimore Auto- | 
mobile Trade Association, which is | 
tabulating the data. 


John E. Raine, secretary of the 
trade association, however, has is- 
sued reports on the first 47,000 
inspections listed. They showed 
that if the average for all motor 
vehicles in the state could be 
based upon these reports, 17,000 
cars have been operating with 
only one head lamp, and that ap- 
proximately 1,500 machines have 
been running without any horn 


or signaling device; that 56,000 














cars have needed brake tightening 

or adjustment, and that 16,000 

were in such dangerous condition 

as to need relining. 

Actual figures on the 47,000 cars 
showed that 17,807 cars were not in 
a safe condition, but had been cor- 
rected mechanically. 

If the final tabulation of figures 
holds to the indicated average of 
mechanically deficient cars, and if 
the accident rate falls off in the 
city and state, Mr. Baughman, the 
trade association, the Baltimore | 
| Safety Council, the Automobile Club
